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ARRL Receives Homeland Security Training Grant 


The ARRL will receive a $181,900 
homeland security grant from the US 
government to train Amateur Radio 
operators in emergency communica- 
tion. The League was among several 
dozen nonprofit organizations desig- 
nated to receive some $10.3 million in 
federal money to boost homeland de- 
fense volunteer programs. The grant, 
from the Corporation for National and 
Community Service special volunteer 
program, will provide free ARRL Ama- 
teur Radio Emergency Communica- 
tions Course training to 5200 volun- 
teers nationwide, starting in 2003. 

"ARRL is the national association 
for Amateur Radio and is the national 
leader in emergency communications 
by volunteers who operate their own 
equipment on their time at no cost to 
any government, organization, or cor- 
poration,” said the announcement to- 
day from Homeland Security Director 
Tom Ridge. The ARRL plans to revise 
and update the emergency communi- 
cations curriculum to incorporate ad- 
ditional elements of emergency pre- 
paredness and homeland security. 

ARRL President Jim Haynie, 
W5JBP, said he was extremely 
pleased by the news. "This adds le- 
gitimacy to the public service work 
Amateur Radio has been doing for 
years," he said.

ARRL Chief Development Officer 
Mary Hobart, K1MMH, applied for the 
funding in May, inviting the Corpora- 
tion for National and Community Ser- 
vice to become "a partner with the na- 
tion's oldest volunteer radio communi- 
cations organization." 

"| think this is an extraordinarily 
exciting day for Amateur Radio that 
the role of Amateur Radio in home- 
land security is recognized at the 
highest levels of government," Hobart 
said when learning of the grant. The 
League's grant application character- 
ized Amateur Radio as "the bedrock 


of communications when other outlets 
fail." 

Hobart cited Amateur Radio's re- 
sponse in the aftermath of the Sep- 
tember 11 terrorist attacks and said 
the federal grant "will help continue 
our work in providing public service 
and to protect lives, homes, busi- 
nesses and our frequencies, as we 
have for decades." 


The League had sought a three-year

CC&R BILL HR 4720 Gains additional cosponsors 


The bill now in Congress aimed at 
providing relief to amateurs faced with 
private deed covenants, conditions 
and restrictions --CC&Rs--in erecting 
antennas has gained additional co- 
sponsors. Freshman Rep Steve Israel 
(D-NY) introduced the "Amateur Ra- 
dio Emergency Communications Con- 
sistency Act" on May 14. The meas- 
ure--HR 4720--would require private 
land-use regulators--such as home- 
owners’ associations--to "reasonably 
accommodate" 

Amateur Radio communication con- 

sistent with the PRB-1 limited federal 
preemption. PRB-1 now applies only 
to states and municipalities. RepGreg 


Walden, WB7OCE (R-OR) and Rep 
Pete Sessions (R-TX) signed on as 
original cosponsors of HR 4720. 

Since its introduction, the bill also 
has attracted several additional 
cosponsors. These include Repenta- 
tives J.D. Hayworth (R-AZ), Patrick 
Tiberi (R-OH), Patsy Mink (D-HI), Ken 
Calvert (R-CA), Rick Boucher (D-VA), 
Joseph Hoeffel (D-PA), John Duncan 
Jr (R-TN), Dennis Moore (D-KS), 
Charles Stenholm (D-TX) and David 
Price (D-NC).

costs. The proposed budget includes 
the cost of a project coordinator who 
would be responsible for overall fiscal 
management of the grant. 

ARRL Chief Executive Officer David 
Sumner, K1ZZ, said he was pleased 
that the League would be able to extend 
its Amateur Radio Emergency Commu- 
nications program to thousands of ama- 
teurs who might otherwise not be able 
to afford the program. "We hope all who 
are interested will get on board," he 
said. 

The grant announcement said that 
"expanding the opportunities for Ameri- 
cans to participate in meaningful volun- 
teer service" is at the heart of President 
George Bush's USA Freedom Corps, of 
which the Corporation for National and 
Community Service is a part. 

"We are deeply grateful to Tom 
Ridge and to the Corporation for Na- 
tional and Community Service for pro- 
viding Amateur Radio with a unique op- 
portunity to serve our country," Hobart 
said.

Have you sent a letter to your representative yet, regarding H.R. 
4720, the "Amateur Radio Emergency Communications Consistency 
Act"? This is the first real chance for hams to get some relief from 
the CC&Rs restricting their ability to put up outdoor antennas, but we 
need to urge our representatives to co-sponsor the bill, if it's to have 
any chance of being passed. And it is a very simple process! If you 
aren't sure who the heck your representative is, but you're too em- 
barrassed to ask anyone, fear not. If you know your 9-digit zip code, 
no problem. (And if you don't know THAT, check with the post of- 
fice.) Go to www.house.gov/writerep/ and follow the directions, put- 
ting in your name, address, including that 9-numbered zip, and 
they'll tell YOU who your representative is. And you can write your 
letter right online and send it off with a simple mouseclick. Not sure 
what to write? No excuses there, either. The ARRL has put a sample 
letter online to help you with that, too. You can find it at http://www.

The Nominations Committee comprised of Chairman Russ Richardson, AE4NY, Dick Bentley, K2UFT, and 
John Talipsky, KA4VQH, happily report that a slate of officers has been accepted. All persons wishing to run for office 
should consult the by-laws to determine his/her eligibility. 


4.30 The regular election of officers 
shall be conducted as follows: 


(1) At the July meeting each 
year, the President shall ap- 
point a Nominating Committee 
composed of three (3) mem- 
bers of the Club, but not cur- 
rent officers. 


(2) The Nominating Committee 
shall meet and select two (2) 
or more qualified members, if 
possible, as nominees for 
President. In the event that the 
Committee is unable to identify 
two or more nominees, it may 
recommend only one. The pro- 
posed nominee(s) shall confer 
with the Nominating Commit- 
tee and other members of the 
Club to establish a slate of offi- 
cers to run with each nominee. 
The Nominating Committee 
shall accept the slate(s) pro- 
posed by the nominee(s) and 
present same as the Commit- 
tee's report. Only members 
who are willing to serve shall 
be nominated. Members of the 
Nominating Committee shall 
be ineligible for election. 


(3) The Nominating Committee 
shall make its report to the 


membership during the August 
meeting. At the end of their 
report, the nominating commit- 
tee shall become the Election 
Committee, responsible for 
carrying out the elections of 
officers. 


(4) Voter eligibility shall be de- 
termined from a current mem- 
bership list of Members which 
shall be provided to the Elec- 
tion Committee by the Board 
at the August meeting for the 
purpose of voter registration. 
Following verification by the 
ARC Secretary or Treasurer, 
printed ballots shall be handed 
to each verified Member. The 
number of ballots handed to 
each Member shall be equal to 
the total number of offices to 
be filled. Only Members who 
are present shall be eligible to 
vote. 


(5) Any nominee receiving a 
majority of the votes shall be 
declared elected. 


(6) A runoff election between 
two nominees receiving the 
highest number of votes shall 
be held in the event that no 
nominee receives a majority of 


the votes cast on the first bal- 
lot. 


(7) Nominees, for a President 
with slate, shall be taken from 
the floor if properly presented. 
In such event, the nominee 
must be present to accept the 
nomination, or the presenter 
must provide written evidence 
that the nominee will accept 
the nomination and fulfill the 
office to the best of his or her 
ability if elected. Any nomina- 
tion from the floor must be 
supported by the advance writ- 
ten endorsement of no less 
than ten voting Members of 
the Club. 


(8) Upon conclusion of the 
elections, the Election Com- 
mittee shall make a declara- 
tion report to the Club confirm- 
ing the new officers. At his or 
her discretion, the outgoing 
President may relinquish the 
chair to the incoming Presi- 
dent who will conduct the re- 
mainder of any business be- 
fore the Club and adjourn the 
meeting.
